In the aforesaid Office Action, the Examiner rejected 
each of independent claims 13 and 21 as independently 
anticipated by. each of Murphy and Treu. 

By the present amendment, each of claims 13 and 21 has 
been amended to clearly call for a plunger for pressurizing 
the inner space. Neither of Murphy nor Treu discloses such 
subject matter. Note that the syringe of Treu is disclosed 
as being merely for sample collection.
